''^Sir Willtani Osier as Man 
of Letters," Topic 

"E<iuanlmitas," the motto adopted by 
Sir William Oisler on his coat of arms, 
fpiTOed the kcjiiotc 'of ■ his life, ac- 
Wding to Dr< \y. W. Francis, librarian 
oVtlie Osier Library at McGlll, in an 
address to the St. James Literary So- 
ciety last night. Dr. Francis, felt es- 
liecially .qualified to speak as he said, 
upon the topic "Sir William Osier as a 
lilan of Letters" because of the rela- 
tionship he bore to hhn as godson and 
->ne who was greatly Influenced by 
him. 

In the course, of his ' lecture, the 
speaker made mention of the good 
work done by Shr William In the.Llter- 
îûry' ai^d «ciei)ttf ic^i^Mi for wtilcb he 
was created iMHronet 'in 1911. In the 
wo|xls of the spet^ker, "?ew doctors 
have risen above mediocrity in the 
literary field, biit Sir William was one 
of the few." . He also was accorded the 
dignity of .-behig made a member of 
The Uteraj^ Soclet)^, of which John-; 
8oniW)u,'.jDne of ïhé founders. \ - 

[nielOâî^Ubrary,^''w^^ comprises 
a.taïstOTy 'of medicine and science, was 
especially bequeathed, to Ills Alma. 
Mater by Sir William with a view to 
its educational value. As the speaker 
^mariced, Osier , , always remembered 
his early assoc^tlons at McGlU,- iiixi 
^he - belief his associates had In hlsi 
ability. 

. Tlie books of the library, which were 
collected: by . hini, are many of them 
old and prli»d volumes as well as 
jnpdern historlcfa works. "Iliè collec- 
tion , la miidi . enhanced,. À:. in«ncis 
satdj ',by . tto' ooiîêçtor's • qwn catalogue,' 
i^hleii. .^indexed J(nd^. çampl<^s|n,. 
iwlt. ' One' of iiie" grèâtost featiires' <rf 
the Ubirary. is Its Ineulabula, a valuable 
collection, of 130 books of the 15th cen- 
tury.^ All the editions in the Libriary 
are segregated into eigiit distinct sec- 
tions, the first o;f which comprises, a 
biblibgraphicai' review of the evolution 
of science.

Parasympathetic Assumes 
Greater Motor Importance 
In Higher Vertebrates 

Describing the Innervation of the 
stomach' in vertebrate animals to the 
meethtg of the Biological Society last 
night, M. H Friedman, research work- 
er in the department of Experimental 
Medichie, Indicated the increasing im- 
portance of the parasympathetic sys- 
tem, both as a motor and secretoiry 
nerve in the higher members of the 
vertebrates. This meeting was held 
in the main lecture theatre of the Bio- 
logical Building, and was followed by 
a general dlsicusslon. ' 

Outlinifig. thé general development 
of the stomach from , a,: shnple gut 
tube, the ' speaker ' e)q;ii«liMià - that in 
lower animals, such a& the elasmo- 
branch, fishes the stomach functions 
also as an excretory organ. It is usual 
to find about two percent urea in the 
gastric Juic^ of th^' fisties^ Such a 
condition is found also in most inverte- 
brates, and hi humans under patho- 
logleiU cbi)ditlons. "The secretion of the 
gastric Juice Itself is indirectly con- 
trolled by the sympathetic nerves. 
Double Innervation 
In; the teleost fishes an advance is 
noted in the presence of Jwtb s^- 
^patiietlc and parasympathetic -Inner- 
vation. This has been seen .only .by 
exami|Uition^;jOl . the froîss 'imfUais; 
since there is-no ncperlmental data on 
the results of .stiinàlattpB of sitber aet 
of nerves.

the hydrochloric acid and the pepshi 
are secreted ..byithe same cells. Ex- 
periments onStiïe-intërtlner'- however, 
revealed that' in the carp vagal, sthnii- 
lation results in'relaxatlon of the:du<>-' 
denum. 

As a common laboratory animal, the 
frog, has been investigated, rather in- 
tensively. Here, the sympathetic has 
been shown to be the niotor, and 
stimulation produces strong , contrac- 
tions.. 'Vagal sthnulatlon, however, may 
or may not produce contraction. If the 
muscles are already In the contracted 
condition, , relaxation is produced, but 
if they are relaxed, contraction, re- 
sults. Both 'iOf^these actions are def- 
initely motor"! resjjbnses. The secretion 
in the frog, as contrasted with the 
mammal, is under sympathetic control, 
and stlmulatlori of the splanchnic 
nerve,,producM an . a]M>reciable secre 
tlon of non acid juice. 

' Mechanical Stimnlation 

In the frog, also tjiere' is a mechani- 
cal stimulation for<the production of 
gastric Juice. If the brain is pittièd as 
far es tlie medulla, meciiahtcal sttmu- 
lablon of the gastric mucosa results in 
a, flow of juice. Destruction of the 
ispàial cord abolishes this effect. The 
va^ ' appears to have something, to 
do with the production of pepf^,. 
ninety percent of which is. pçwHuçed, 
in the oesophagus, though It has. noUi? 
Ing to do with the acid production 
from the stonfach. 

In the birds the digestive tnict . in- 
cludes a crop, a . pioventriéulus,!àQd^a 
secreting stomach.- The ctop' li^: Smiw'- 
vated by. both .sets of the autonomic 
nervous system. The sympathetic and 
the vagi are both motor nerves and 
stimulation of these produces either 
contraction or t«laxàtibnï depending 
on the state of the ! niilsctos previously. 
This similarity' of a:ctlon of the two 
nerves Is as yet unexplahied. In the 
stomach Itself .motility, is under, syni-. 
pathetic control. The gastric secre- 
tion of birds is very acid. 

In the casc of mammals the para- 
sympathetic vagus nerves are respon- 
sible /or both the motility and the 
secretion. The sympathetic Is Inhibi- 
tory. The action 'Vrti^lMrj^n* a 
graded fashion' UnMd?p^ffi!W' de- 
creasing Irritability proceeding down
